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ABSTRACT 



The report from the Miami-Dade Community College (M-DCC) 
Institutional Research Office (Florida) updates information on trends in 
second language (ESL/ENS) credits at MCC. Over the past six years, while 
total credits decreased by 11.4% to 407,013, second language credits 
increased 26.9% to 62,500. In 1999 ESL/ENS courses constituted 15.4% of total 
college credits. By site, 65% of Hialeah Center credits were produced by 
second language courses, 51% of InterAmerican Campus credits, 17% of North 
Campus credits, 16% of Wolf son Campus, and 9% of Kendall Campus. Non-credit 
second language activity measured 5,784 equivalent credits in 1994 and 
increased to 18,957 in 1999, which is 45% of the total equivalent credits for 
that year. Non- credit data have been added here to give a more complete view 
of the second language activity at M-DCC. Table 1 gives the fall term 1994 
through 1999 combined ESL/ENS credits as a percent of total college and 
campus credits. Table 2 presents the separation of ESL and ENS credits. The 
ESL prefix is used for college preparatory second language while ENS credits 
are college level second language credits. Table 3 gives the second language 
non-credit equivalents for fall terms 1994 through 1999. (JA)

This capsule updates Information Capsule 96-050 on trends in second 
language (ESUENS) credits. Non-credit data have been added here to 
give a more complete view of the second language activity at Miami- 
Dade Community College. Over the past six years, while total credits 
decreased by 11.4% to 407,013, second language credits increased 
26.9% to 62,500. in 1999 ESUENS courses constituted 15.4% of total 
college credits. By site, 65% of Hialeah Center credits were produced 
by second language courses, 51% of InterAmerican Campus credits, 
17% of North Campus credits, 16% of Wolf son Campus, and 9% of 
Kendall Campus. Non-credit second language activity measured 5,784 
equivalent credits in 1994 and increased to 18,957 in 1999, which is 45% 
of the total equivalent credits for that year. 

Table 1 gives the Fall Term 1994 through 1999 combined ESL/ENS credits 
as a percent of total college and campus credits. Over the time indicated, 
total college-wide credits decreased to 407,013 while ESL/ENS credits 
increased to 62,500 or 15.4% of total credits. This proportion represents a 
growth of 4.7 percentage points in second language credits over six years. A 
comparison of base-year to latest-year shows definitive increases in absolute 
numbers and percentage for second language credits on each and every 
campus. In absolute terms, the largest second language credit increases 
occurred at InterAmerican Campus (+6,260), North Campus (+5,009), and 
Hialeah Center (+4,054). In terms of proportion, both Hialeah Center (65.4%) 
and InterAmerican Campus (51.1%) far exceed other campus proportions, 
and unlike other campuses which have decreased in total credits, 
InterAmerican Campus increased 34.0% in total credits and Hialeah Center 
increased 27.7% in total credits. 

Table 2 presents the separation of ESL and ENS credits. The ESL prefix is 
used for college preparatory second language while ENS credits are college 
level second language credits. Over the six years shown college-wide, ESL 
proportions have increased to 25.4% while ENS credits have decreased to 
74.6%. This inverse trend is particularly evident on North Campus where 
ESL to ENS credit proportions in 1994 were 19.3% to 80.7% and 28.8% to 
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71.2% in 1999. When Hialeah Center data are examined, the large drop in 
the proportion of ENS (from 74.7% in 1994 to 64.9% in 1999) and the large 
increase for ESL (from 25.3% in 1994 to 35.1% in 1999) show the impact of 
the Center on North Campus results. Proportions are otherwise fairly stable 
on the other campuses. 

Table 3 gives the second language non-credit equivalents for Fall Terms 
1994 through 1999. This is the first time that non-credit data have been 
summarized in the capsule. Over the six years college-wide, total non-credit 
activity increased to a peak of 53,945 equivalent credits in 1998 and dropped 
back to a total of 42,168 in 1999. Total second language non-credit activity 
has increased from 5,784 in 1994 to 18,957 in 1999 and is now 45% of non- 
credit activity (excluding Recreation and Leisure courses). 

Non-credit equivalents for 1999 are concentrated in four areas: 

1) Continuing Workforce Education second language courses (ENB) 
account for 3,766 equivalent credits, 

2) Vocational Preparatory Instruction second language courses (VPI) 
constitute 4,806 equivalent credits, 

3) Adult Basic Education second language courses (EDU) amount to 
10,385 equivalent credits and 

4) Recreation/Leisure second language courses (ENR) equal 8,497 
equivalent credits. 



Methodology 



Campus results are left for the reader to examine. 

The non-credit data of Table 3 were obtained using the following algorithm: 

1 ) SAS programming was applied to the Legacy and Odyssey systems 
using the Community College Program Fund (CCPF) electronic files 
for 1994 through 1999. 

2) All Supplemental Vocational, Developmental/Adult Education, and 
Recreation/Leisure second language prefixes and courses were 
identified for six years. 

3) All course titles were examined for second language relevance.
